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FRIGHTENING THE AUTHORITIES. 
Ir may be very well believed that the only way to 
induce some of our local boards and sanitary in- 
spectors to take active measures for preventing the 
spread of disease is to raise a cry which will frighten 
them into doing their duties, Such a conclusion, 
however, is by no means certain; and the worst of 
the process is that we are likely to frighten the 
public more than the officials, and so contribute 
towards that physical condition brought about by 
what schoolboys denominate “funk,” Just now 
there are many graye and sufficient reasons for 
activity in abating nuisances and promptly attend- 
ing to all the sanitary measures necessary for large 
towns and centres of population, but assuredly there 
should be some other method of compelling reluctant 
authorities to move than the repetition of terrifying 
reports, One is almost inclined to wish that in some 
departments our Government could be more centralised 
and despotic. There are so many pieces to move on 
the constitutional chessboard that some of them are 
almost sure to be on the wrong square, and the result 
is a stale-mate. We are overtaken with disaster 
while we are looking for the right man to put into the. 
right vacant place, and then we threaten to clear the | 
board and begin all over again to find ourselves in 
much the same predicament next year. It is 
а part of the peculiarity of “the public” to be 
alarmed at семат thihgs—or, rather, certain 
words — and to regard other things or other 
words with comparative indifference. Thus, when 
there are reportsof cholera in St. Petersburg, and 
warnings that we may be visited with this terrible 
epidemic, there is a sudden stir and bustle, and all 
sorts of duties, almost forgotten since the last visita- 
tion, are remembered, and a hurried, incapable effort 
is made to fulfil a few of them. Few people seem to 
remember that every year we have a disease among 
us which kills by hundreds, and the propagation of 
which depends very much on the neglect of thoge 
very precautions which there is now so much breath- 
less bustle to ensure. Typhus and scarlet fever 
claim their victims constantly, and medical officers of 
health may cry in vain for powers to compel greedy 
landlords of foul tenements, or local officials who like 
to keep things quiet, toexpend a shilling on a pail of 
limewhite or to report boldly on a defectively-drained 
street. Even now, amidst all the outcry, what is 
really being done? Local officialism is, probably, at 
Margate, where even bathing in sewage mixed with 
sea water doesn’t seem to do anybody much injury ; 
or, may be, in Scotland, sniffing the salubrious air of 
the Clyde just beyond Greenock; or may even be at 
Cologne, noted from time immemorial for its evil 
odours, which led the burlesque punster to say, 
The worst of all odours is odour Cologne; 

or may even be in a punt somewhere on the Thames, 
or in a quiet lodging near the ontfall towards Erith; 
but there is no obvious anxiety to deal largely with 
the subject of sanitary improvement, Thankful 
shall we all be if in every district of the metropolis 
there may be found men of determined character to 
insist on the provisions of the Water Supply Act 
being carried out, As a supplement to that effort, 
however, we need “А District Surveyor’s Awakening 
Association,’’a committee of keen-scented, sharp-eyed, 
undaunted inhabitants of every district for bringing 
before the authorities, with persistent energy, the 
defects in drainage and other matters of each neigh- 
bourhood, There are very few places in London that 
would not require attention under such a method of 
appeal. Even the great broad thoroughfares would 
come in for some share of notice. Let anyone who 
doubts it take a walk some evening along the Thames 
Embankment westward, and, crossing the end of 
Parliament-street (at the risk of sudden death by 
being run over), turn down Great George-street, the 
main thoroughfare through Storey’s Gate to St, 
James's Park. Then there will be presented to the 
olfactory sense of the visitor stenches that make the 
evening air sickening, and must render hot nights 

to the health of the few people who live 
in thet stately and highly-rented quarter. There 
are other places, many of them fashionable haunts 
during the London season, which the unseasonable 
wayfarer can smell afar off, when in his belated 
wanderings the *'parting day” has left the world 
to darkness and to him. We have not quite made 
up our minds whether to boast of our main dr 
‘system or to deplore it, but the truth is it is yet far 
from perfect. ‘There are still to be found the rem» 
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nants of old defective sewers, the imperfect 
scampings of incompetent builders and parochial 
authorities; the evidences of earthy foundations 
impregnated with the foul leakage of broken pipes, 
or with the remnants of old cesspools never yet re- 
moved or disinfected. This is a nasty topic; but it 
is a topic of the week for all that, and the sooner 
intelligent and determined, instead of terrified and 
uncertain, attention is directed to remedy such evils 
the sooner we shall discern a reassuring difference in 
the records of the public health. 


COTTAGE GARDENING 

is to many Londoners a mere name for в few holly- 
hocks, or a dozen or two of weedy plants that only 
occasionally struggle into flower behind iron railings, 
or in some bricked-in corner of a dusty suburb. To 
still more of us, the words are but reminders of the 
title of a column at the end of our weekly newspaper, 
and, as we read them, we wonder whether there are 
really any cottagers who in some tiny paradisaical 
plot rear the appetising vegetables, the luscious 
fruits, the gay blooms that are mentioned as needing: 
to be ** banked пр,” ок“ planted оці,’ ог“ potted,” 
or “placed in open borders," or **top-dressed," or 
“ covered іп,” at different seasons of the year. 

At one place, only 8 short distance from London, 
such a dubious question could have been satisfactorily 
answered last Saturday afternoon, for then the Flori- 
cultural and Horticultural Association of the blessed 
hamlet of Penge held their annual show, and then 
were exhibited by earnest “© growers," real working 
men, who, after spending а long day in town at their 
various associations, go home to the domestic delight 
оға little bit of gardening, and come out with 
amazing examples of what may be done in в plot of 
ground 50%, by 15 ft. 

This modern adjunct of the happy hamlet of Penge 
originated with the tenents of the cottages which 
were built as dwellings for City employés, and at 
once justified the anticipations of the promoters of 
suburban dwellings for toilers in the City. 

A long time ago, on the occasion of their first 
flower show, we had to notice the success which had 
attended the building venture at Penge, and now we 
have with equal pleasure to record the triumph of 
the horticultural society in the tents that were 
pitched in the pleasant field where the show was 
held. It was a lively assembly, with flags and deco- 
rations, and a capital band, and two genial policemen 
and three or four attentive commissionaires, and the 
respected Rector of the parish and Mr. С. H, Mills, 
M.P.—all of whom added not only to the importance, 
but what is of much more consequence, to the hearty, 
genial, neighbourly character of the occasion. There 
had been expectations of a visit from the ex- Emperor 
of the French, who, it was averred, had promised to 
bring the Empress, if not the Prince Imperial; but it 
begame evident that some untoward occurrence had 
prevented the Imperial visit. There was some 
regret; for, without touching on politics or foreign 
affairs, and without presuming for a moment to give 
any national or international meaning to their recog- 
nition, many Englishmen havea liking for Charles 
Louis Napoleon Bonaparte as a conrteous, imperial 
gentleman, who believes in English institutions and 
respects because he knows the English character. So 
much we may say for а guest who lived among us 
years and years ago, when 8 am exile he found a 
home im this country, and now is again an exile who 
seems to take a place very naturally amidst English 
habitsand customs. However, the ox-Imperial party 
did not arrive at Penge, and there was a hitch in 
the proceedings in consequence. Horticulture waited 
respectfully, as for a bidden guest, till nearly an hour 
beyond the time fixed for the distribution of prizes, 
and then the business of the day went on, Тһе 
Rector and Mr. Mills opened the proceedings by a 
few familiar and neighbourly remarks, and then 
began the calling of the successful competitors. 
Ladies as well аз gentlemen came forward and ге- 
ceived the awards, and were heartily cheered, as, 
indeed, they well deserved to be, for prodigies in 
parspips, felicitous efforts in French beans, marvels 
of marrows, and wonderful achievements in kidney 
potatoes, pumpkins, cabbage, kale, turnips, carrots, 
pease, scarlet runners, gigan tic rhubarb, celery, 
salad, and pot-herbs. These we regard as the really 
interesting part of the show; but there were not 
wanting the attractions of apples, pears, grapes, and 
some other fruits; while roses, asters, gladioli, stocks, 
pansies, verbenas, geraniums, petunias, and “ who 
shall say how many more " varieties, lent a charm of 
vivid colour to the scene, and showed that the cote 
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Irish ambulance, have apparently had their heads 
turned by the acclamations of excitable multitudes. 

DUBLIN turned out to give a popular farewell to 
the French deputation on Sunday. The parting was 
made the occasion of з political demonstration. 
When the procession had formed opposite the hotel, 
Count Flavigny appeared on the balcony and said, 
«Т thank you with all my heart for your kindness, 
and if you will take the lead we will follow." Count 
O'Neili said, ** People of Ireland, we will not forget 
your kind reception. Vive la France! Vive 
lIrelande!" Mr. Martin also appeared on the 
balcony, and, gesticulating wildly, said, “ March on, 
march on, and we will follow." There was then 
a great demonstration, in which it is supposed 
that not less than 50,000 people took part. 
The trades’ bands were present in great numbers; for 
several hours nothing could be heard throughout 
three-fourths of the city but the strains of the 
$$ Marseillaise," ** O'Donnell aboo," “Тһе Wearing 
of the Green," «с. Тһе trades marched in proces- 
Sion, wearing scarves and preceded by their bands 
and banners. Some of the banners bore such inscrip- 
tions as “ бой save Ireland," “ Legislative inde- 
pendence is the right of a nation," *'Freedom for 
the political prisoners," **Sarsfield and Fontenoy.”’ 
Shortly after three o'clock the Frenchmen left the 
Shelburne Hotel in carriages, preceded by outriders. 
The first carriage was occupied by Count de 
Flavigny and the Duke de Feltre, the second 
by Count O'Neil and Mr. Lombard, Town 
Councillors, and the third by Mr. Martin, M.P., 
Mr. Smyth, M.P., and their friends. The greatest 
amount of favour seemed to be bestowed on Count 
O'Neill de Tyrone. Great numbers pressed forward 
to shake hands with him, and flowers were thrown 
into his carriage. The procession passed through 
Merrion-square and several of the fashionable roads. 
As it passed out of the city a cage containing a dove 
was lowered into Count Flavigny's carriage from a 
garland which spanned the main street at Kings- 
town. It is stated that about 70,000 people had 
assembled here, and, as the Count acknowledged the 
gift, the enthusiasm was very great. The visitors 
were to have left by the boat for Holyhead, but from 
some unknown cause they returned to Dublin soon 
after their arrival in Kingstown. The people who 
had assembled to witness the departure were not 
aware of the alteration in the arrangements, and as 
the steamer supposed to contain the French visitors 
left the harbour the cheering was vociferous. 
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M. THIERS. 


THE amended report of the Commission on М. 
Thiers’s power was laid before the National Assembly 
on Monday. With the view of reassuring and im- 
parting confidence to the public mind it recommends 
that the aged Chief of the Executive shall be nomi- 
nated President of the Republic and hold office with a 
responsible Ministry so long as the present Assembly 
shall exist. On the other hand, M. Gambetta has 
introduced a bill for a dissolution, on a day to be 
named, of the National Assembly, and the calling 
together of a Constituent Assembly, to whom M. 
Thiers would have to resign his functions as Chief of 
the Executive. 

The interruptions which lately greeted M. Thiers 
during his speech on the proposed disarmament of 
the National Guards so greatly excited his anger that 
he is said to have put his resignation in the hands of 
his colleagues. The adoption of the amendment for 
the gradual disarmament is supposed, however, to 
have appeased the veteran statesman, who is recom- 
mended by his doctors to take rest. One of his eyes 
is said to be affected, owing to rotracted labour, 
especially at night. According to ine Arm Libéral, 
М. Thiers's physical condition causes 4 good deal of 
anxiety. Notwithstanding his energy, he bas ad- 
mitted to his friends that his strength is no longer 
equal to the fatigue he has to undergo. 


PRINCE BISMARCK ON THE SITUATION.

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GREENHOUSE. 

SUMMER-STRUCK geraniums, achimenes, and fuch- 
sias may be got into bloom now to keep up a display 
till Christmas. Shift all forward stock requiring to 
bloom early. Cinerarias should now be strong, and 
must have no check. See that they ore kept clear of 
fly, for they are very subject to it. А cold pit is the 
best place for them. Sow now for decorating the 
house in early spring, clarkia pulchella, nemopbila 
insignis, erysimum perofiskianum, cenothera rosea, 
collinsia bicolor, veronica syriaca, and Chinese 
primroses. 


FLOWER GARDEN, 

Propagate bedding plants for stock of geraniums; 
ripe hard shoots make the best plants. Fuchsias 
come best from the points of young growing shoots. 
Sirike verbenas and petunias from the points of 
young shoots. Calceolarias should be struck in good 
loam and leaf monld. Herbaceous plants may also 
be struck in quantities to keep over winter in frames, 
such as pansies, dislytras, double walls, double Can- 
terbury bells, double feverfew, and hollyhocks. Keep 
dahlias and hollyhocks well fastened, and put 
stakes to 

CHRYSANTHEMUMS 
before their heads get heavy, as a protection against 
storms, and give them plenty of water, with occa- 
sional doses of strong liquid mauure. 

The first trade grower of chrysanthemums is a 
Stoke Newington florist, Mr. Adam Forsyth, to whom 
the amateur is recommended to apply for any variety 
he may require for the adornment of his garden in 
the autumn, It was at Stoke Newington that the 
first London Chrysanthemum Society was established ; 
and of the present popularity of these societies Mr. 
Shirley Hibberd now says:—‘‘ At the present time 
there are in London no less than twenty societies 
formed and maintained expressly for the repre- 
sentation of the chrysanthemum, and many of those 
who love the flower put business aside when the 
season of display recurs, and go from show to show 
and from garden to garden, inspecting, criticising, 
joking, and winding up with a ‘bit of dinner’ at the 
house of one of the fancy, or at some hostelry, such 
as the ‘Rochester,’ where chrysanthemum growers 
are wont to congregate. It would followas a matter 
of course that many English towns would be stimu- 
lated by the example of the metropolis, and conse- 
quently the queen of the autumn has received formal 
homage in every one of our great tracing centres, so- 
that it may with truth be said that chrysanthemum 
societies abound in the land. 

FRUIT GARDEN, 

Throw net over fruit-bushes to keep off the birds, 
2nd give a little shade to keep a few bunches hanging 
foralate supply. Put wasp-traps about vines and 
peaches, or stick a few lumps of loaf-sugar among 
the branches, and as long as there is any sugar left 
they will not touch a single fruit. Май in all good 
shoots on wall-trees, that they may have the heat of 
the wall to ripen them. Encourage in every possible 
way the ripeniug of the wood of the season. 

11 any trees have been allowed to get crowded, thin 
them a little now to admit the sunshine amongst the 
well-placed shoots and spurs, Windfalls to be sent 
into the house every morning for immediate use. 
Gather fruit in dry weather, and as a rule not till 
quite ripe. Plant strawberries, or there will be no 
time for them to get established before winter. 

| KITCHEN GARDEN. 


Continue to take up the early crops of potatoes as 
they complete their growth.  Celery in all stages 
requires an abundant supply of water; give liquid 
manure and clear water alternately. Тһе earthiog- 
up із only to blanch it ready for use, therefore that 
operation must not be performed until it is nearly 
full-grown. Runner and French beans, broccoli, 
cauliflowers, and late peas must have a few thorough 
sonkings of water, to help them through this dry 
weather. Remove deat and decaying leaves from 
cucumbers avd vegetable marrows. Plant out late- 
sown endive in bedsand on warm dry slopes.

THE ANGLO-CANADIAN BOAT-RACE. 
A LESSON 
is taught all enthusiastic athletes by the sudden 
death of the lamented champion sculler of England, 
on Wednesday week, in the very flower and strength 
of his manhood. So extraordinarily powerful and 
skilful was Renforth in the use of the oar that he 
еп his racing craft flashing through the water like 
lightning. He had the stoutest of hearts as well ав 
the most muscular of limbs. Yet this abnormal 
strength and indomitable will occasioned his death. 
Nature was at last strained to snappiug-point. Poor 
sRenforth fell a victim to over-exortion, a warning to 
the strongest of men in this age of athleticism, pur- 
sued not wisely but too well, 
THE DEATH OF RENFORTH 

was first fully described by Mr. Joseph James 
Walton, specially commissioned by our enterprising 
contemporary, the Newcastle Daily Chronicle, to 
proceed to Canada on purpose to report the Auglo- 
Canadian race. We read that— 1 

“АБ breakfast on the mirnibg of thé race 
(Wednesday, Aug. 25) the English crew ато stated 
to have appeared in excellent Henith, Renforth 
‘never looking better.’ The crew, composed of 
James Percy (bow), Robert Chambers (No. 2). Henry 
Kelley (Хо. 3), and Renforth (stroke), went down to 
their boat at five minutes to seven o'clock, and at 
eight minutes past that hour put off in the Queen 
Victoria from s floating stage erected for them since 
their arrival and used during their training, The St, 
John crew put off ten minutes afterwards from the 
referee's boat. The Tyne crew won the toss for 
choice of sides, and took the inside berth. Fully 
20,000 persons, from all paris of tie Dominion, were 
present at the starting point, Everything being 
in readiness, both crews dashed their ors into 
the water at the same moment, and, amidst 
the hushed suspense of the crowd, started 
on their journey, without either 7 Зе havin 
obtained tho least advantage. At he thir 
Stroke the Tyne crew showed 3ft. ahead, and as 
they gradually settled down to their work, and pull- 
ing in their usual d style, at less than 200 yards 
they had increased their lead to fully half а boat's 
length. A few strokes after, to the practised eye of 
anyone familiar with boat-rowing, there was mani- 
fostly something wrong with Kenforth. He appeared 
to falter and to pull out of stroke. The other mem- 
bers of the crew held gallantly on, and for the next 
200 yards, notwithstanding Renforth’s irregular row- 
ing, they maintained their lead of half a length, Ву 
the time this t was reached Kenforth's condition 
told its tale—he was swaying from side to side of the 
boat. The St. John crew were soon level, and, pull- 
ing their short, rapid stroke with great regularity 
and precision, Берип to forge ahead; and by the 
time the boats bad gone a mile the Tyne men 
were nearly three lengths behind.

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ADVENTURES AT THE WHALE FISHERY. 


Dr. G. A. Rae, the medical officer of the whaling- 
steamer Arctic, which recently arrived at Dundee 
with the largest cargo of oil ever brought home, has 
communicated to the Dundee Advertiser a diary which 
he kept during the voyage. The following are some 
extracts :— 

June 6.--Тһеуе are a good many icebergs about us 
at this latitude (71 deg. 30 min. N.), but the captain 
has never before seen it so open water as it is this 
year. The Yacks catch seals, narwhals, white whales, 
and hunt bears with their mickey dogs, which are very 
savage. The dogs are like foxes and very strony, 
also very savage and dangerous in the winter time 
when hungry. The inspector showed me how he 
frightened them away when they made a savage bolt 
towards me. With a loud shout of “ Whoop, 
mickey!” and the knife pointed between their eyes, 
at the same time keeping a fixed gaze upon them, 
they are quieted and frightened. Five of these animals 
are E on à bear, and while the latter is holding on 

y and making its teeth meet through one of them, 
the other four attack the throatof the bear in safety, 
so that the natives lose one dog for each bear 
they catch. The Yack will also run at the bear, 
and pierce it fhrougli the heart when it is growling 
overits enemy. In the вишшег the females make 
articles of clothing, and the men fish for salmon. Old 
Snuff Peter, a famous Yack in the colony, and who 
was very fond of Captain Adams, said to the captain 
last year, “ Captain Adams, you come next year all 
де same, and me be no more; me sleepum." The 
man was right, for he died only last mouth, aged 
eighty-four years. They are good-hearted and up- 
right people, and have a schoolmaster, priest, magis- 
trate, governor, and inspector, so that they are 
brought up under great restrictions as human beings, 
and much more even as Christiaus. From what I 
have heard of the natives on the west side of Baffin's 
Bay, those on this side are far more civilised, being 

Danes and half Yack. 

The oldest whalers say that Saturday, the 24th, was 
the warmest day they ever rienced in the north. 
The pitch in the seams of the deck was even melted, 
and such was the stillness of the air that the men 
heard the captain’s voice at five miles’ distance. 

June 27,—Eighteen bears were seen, in groups of 
threes and fours, quite close to where the boats were 
lying. Two other boats put out, one мазм 
and ammunition to dispatch the bears with. One of 
these hungry animals prowled about the fast boat for 
а long time, and at last put one forepaw on the bow, 
and was about to spring into it when the harpooner 
fired the n= in its face; but this had little 
effect on it, for the beast simply sat down on the ice 
and roared, 

There was very little wind to drive the ship up to 
the ice, so we steamed very slowly. After tea a 
man followed up a bear and shot it in the hind leg. 
It rolled itself on the ice a little, and then made a 
bolt at him. Having a snider rifle with him, he 
stood and put three other balls into the animal while 
it stood roaring at him. Bears require a great amount 
of killing. The first mate eii took another boat 
and went up to another spot, where there were three 
bears feeding on aseal. Оп seeing us they started 
off towards the men who were skinniog the one 
already shot. The largest one soon turned and went 
like а, racehorse over the Пое, while the other two 
chased the men into the boat. Тһе boat was pushed 
off, in order to entice them into the water, as there is 
more chance of hitting them then, which they suc- 
ceeded in doing, and shot one. 1 took a rifle and 
went along the floe to look for the one that had 
escaped. Having reached a point of ice at some 
distance from the ship, I suddenly found myself cut 
off from the latter by a large beast that was making 
rapid sliding strides towards me. І waited at the 
edge of the floe ; and, having made one shot and 
struck him in the body, I leaped on to a piece of 
loose ice and pushed it afloat. 1 had got about 
twenty feet of water between the piece of ice 
and the floe edge when the bear plunged into 
the water, and, making a couple of strokes with 
all fours, put one paw on the ice, and, as its 
weight sank one side of the ice, I jumped on to 
another smaller piece, and then put a bali through 
its head, immediately in front of its ears. By this 
time a boat was near me, and towed the carcass along- 
side, where it was skinned. The head of a Yack's 
harpoon was found embedded in the muscles of the 
neck, and I found that it had eaten nothing but the 
feathers and bones of a loon for some time. I should 
have made a substantial meal for the beast in this 
case, but instead of that I acted as his humble 
servant, and “ cooked his bacon for him.” 

June 28.—It was 11.30 p.m. when we got on board, 
we واو‎ pan but eleven hours and a half getting 
four fish before the middle of July. The sleeping fish 
was near a snug little harbour, jogs) by - 
dicular cliffs, in which Captain VL Qu 
pull along the floo edge was by no means lonely, for 
the air wasalive with the songs of the many varieties 
of birds, the whistling of the unicorn (narwhal) and 
its blasting, the bass-trumpet sound of the seahorse, 
the blasts of the white whale, the roar of the polar 
bear, and the most welcome blast of the black whale, 
for it was the last animal that we sought. Myriads 
of birds and fish were there ; in fact, the air appeared 


to be alive with the former, and the water with the 
latter. Mr, Bear was to be seen sneaking along the 
edge of the ice, ever watchful of its opportunity to 
make a plunge at the unicorn when it came to the 
surface to blow, or even a seal or a loon.

THE FARNHAM TRAGEDY. 

AN AIR OF MYSTERY AND ROMANCE 
still hangs over the occurrences at Mr. Carrington’s 
house on Saturday week. It appears that this gen- 
tleman, who is now about forty-six years of age, and 
is possessed of ample means, purchased a piece of 
ground about six miles from Farnham, consisting of 
three stupendous hills known as the Devil’s Jumps. 
The place had an evil reputation among superstitious 
people, not only from its gaunt appearance and its 
lonely situation on the vast moorland expanse of 
the Surrey Weald, but also as being in close prox- 
imity to the scene of the murder of an unkuown 
sailor, nearly a century ago, by three men whose 
bones long hung in chains on a gibbet near the spot. 
On the summit of the middle hill Mr. Carrington, 
who is a gentleman of scientific attainments and of 
singularly reserved manners, had built for his use an 
observatory, and had furnished it with expensive 
apparatus for the purpose of taking astronomical 
observations. At the base of the third hill he built 
a villa of considerable extent, though but of one 
story in height. Two or three years ago Mr. 
Carrington married a young lady named Miss 
Jeffreys, then about twenty-three years of age, whose 
acquaintance, it is said, Бе had made in London. 
During their residence at the Devil's Jumps а man 
of about fifty years of ago appeared occasionally at 
а small wayside inn near the place, where he repre- 
sented himself to be the brother of Mrs. Carrington. 
On more than one occasion he seems to have called at 
the house, where his presence, as it would appear, was 
not altogether agreeable, and on these occasions he 
would return to the parlour of the inn and give way 
to violent grief. At noon on Saturday week he made 
one of those visits, and was let in at the front door 
by Mrs. Carrington. бооп afterwards the two ser- 
vants in the house were startled by hearing the 
screams of their mistress, and on hastening to the 
front of the house they saw her and the man 
struggling on the floor—he with a knife in his hand, 
with which he had stabbed her in several places. She 
succeeded in making her escape to a house across the 
road, Her injuries were found to be of a most serious, 
and it was feared at the time fatal, character; but, 
contrary to expectatiop, Mrs. Carrington has happily 
rallied, 


THE PRISONER, 

The would-be assassin, on the escape of the lady, 
stabbed himself in the arm and breast, but his wounds 
did not prove to be dangerous; and under the care 
of Mr. Newland, superintendent of the county police, 
in whose custody he has been at Farnham gaol, he is 
now recovered. It appears that he was a private in 
the 4th Light Dragoons before the time of the 
Crimean War, that he has since been connected with 
а travelling circus company, and that he also travelled 
with -General Tom Thumb. Latterly he lived іп 
Denbigh-street, Pimlico, where there is reason to 
believe he was acquainted with Miss Jeffreys before 
her marriage. On the Monday after the occurrence 
the prisoner, whose name proved to be William 
Rodway, was taken before Mr. 11. Е. Lascelles, one 
of the county magistrates, at the justice-room, 
Farnham police station, and was remanded, 

On Monday he was again taken, in the cus- 
tody of Superintendent Newland, before the same 
magistrate, in the same room. A few of the towns- 
people attended to hear the case; but, as it was 
understood that a further remand would be asked 
for, no legal adviser appeared on either side. Mr. 
Carrington and his nephew, a youth of thirteen or 
fourteen years, were present. The former paid very 
little attention to the case, but occupied himself most 
of the time in reading a newspaper. 

The prisoner, on being brought up, raised his hand 
in military salute to the magistrate. He is a talland 
rather slim man, of half soldier-like and half show- 
man-like appearance, and he was respectably dressed 
in a pilot jacket and good clothes. Being asked if, 
on account of his weak state, he would take a seat, 
he said that he preferred to stand. He was charged 
with feloniously attempting to murder Rosa Ellen 
Carrington, the wife of Richard Christopher Car- 
rington. 

Mr. Lascelles informed him that the principal wit- 
ness against him was not yet in a fit state to appear, 
and that there was a medical certificate to that effect, 
There were one or two witnesses whose evidence 
would be taken that day, and if he wished for legal 
advice for his defence he must be prepared s 
Saturday. 

i: Prisoner: Thank you, Sir. 
i Evidence of the arrest having been repeated, 
Superintendent Newland said :— 

* After the doctor had dressed his wounds, I told 
the prisoner that he was charged with attempting to 
murder Mrs. Carrington, and I immediately cautioned 
him as to any statement he might make. Не said, 

**Oh! poor Rose! I love her. I hope she won't 
die. I hope she will recover.’ (Prisoner wept and 
sank on a chair in great agitation.) This he repeated 
several times. hen conveying the prisoner to 
Farnham he told me that he had left a bag at the 
Railway Hotel, and he asked me to call for it. The 
bag was given to me there. Init I found, amongst 
other things,

A ROMANCE OF BADEN-BADEN AND

The following story, says the Leeds Mercury, has 
been communicated by Detective Sergeant Brogden, 
of ‘the Scarborough police force:—** Very recently 
two German ladies were visiting the famous Conti- 
nental watering-place of Baden-Baden. They were 
sisters—one being the Baroness D—, wife of Baron 
D—, an officer in the Prussian army, and the other 
was her sister, а Countess in her own right, un- 
married, and reputed to be wealthy. While at 
Baden they made the acquaintance of а, gentleman, 
who introduced himself as 

COUNT DE V., 
and he speedily succeeded in gaining the affections 
at least of the.Countess. After being but a short 
time in their charming company he professed to be 
in а, great hurry to get to London on a business 
errand, and he proposed that theladies should follow 
him ав early as practicable, that they might enjoy 
each other's society in the English metropolis. 
The ladies were soon afterwards received in London 
by their admirer, and, after remaining there a short 
time, the party found their funds getting low. For 
some reason or other, it appeared to be the most con- 
venient that the Baroness should telegraph to her 
husband, the Baron D., for money. She did so, 
asking for 4000f. Ав the greatest amount of con- 
nubial bliss had not fallen to their lot, the Baron was 
not unaccustomed to the occasional caprices that now 
and then caused the temporary absence of his wife. 
But having heard that the Countess's lover was 
notoriously known both to the London and Conti- 
nental police, he determined to be satisfied. He tele- 
graphed to the Baroness, saying he sent her a cheque 
for 1000f., which must suffice until he arrived in 
London, where he would make one of their party in 
a few days. The cheque duly arrived, and was 
cashed.
